Exploding fireworks wrought havoc inthe 
diate vicinity of Halsted and Van Bu- 

ren streets at precisely 5:55 o’clock yester- 
fay evening. AS a result of the swift acci- 
dent one person was killed and forty-six 
hurt, some of them seriously, $50,000 worth 
of property was destroyed, and a commotion 
was precipitated such as the West Division 
m witnessed. 
The sound of minor explosions, following 
t'on the heel of the great one, was mixed 
with cries of hurt and frightened citizens, 
and the noise of crashing beams and splint- 
ering glass drowned out the whiz and whirr 
of bursting sky-rockets, which chance guid- 
ed hither and@ thither in the street.

She was 
at work in the rear of the big shop at 5:30 
p..m. She stepped on a paper cap and 
trouble ensued. The cap ignited and in an 
instant a packing case filled with inflam- 


mabie stuff was set on fire. 


Barely Escape with Their Lives. 
Miss Cohen and Walter McCloud, a fellow- 
clerk, were the only persons in the place at 
the time. They had barely time to escape 
and give the alarm before the fire reached

Pedestrians and horses were knocked 
down by the_force of the first concussion, 
and then came a wild panic of every living 
thing in the vicinity to get as far from the 
seehe as possible. 

Teams of horses ran away, knocking down 
and trampling under foot men, women, and 
children. 


Small Explosions Come Rapidly. 

Then came a series of lesser explosions, 
wobably fifty in number, and the air wa: 
illed with sky rockets, Roman candles, amd 
hissing, squirming of infernal machines in 
variety. 

The fireworks store occupied a room 75 
feet south from the corner of Van Buren and 
Halsted streets, near the middle of the Rob- 
bins Block. A sixteen-inch brick wall di- | 
vided the room from Yondorf’s clothing 
tore, which occupies the entire corner. 

Thig wall was blown down and the fire 
communicated to the stock of goods worth 
$10,000. , 

A-dozen clerks barely escaped with their 
ives. One was thrown from a balcony and 
badly hurt. 


Flats Above the Works Vacant. 

Luckily the four flats immediately abuve 
the freworks store, usually filled with ten- 
ints, were vacant. No one could have ¢s- 
taped from the second floor alive. 

Over Yondorf’s store were two flats oc- | 
pled by families, and two doctors’ offices.

iu.€ police were unable to control the panic- 
Stricken ones for more than an hour after 
the first crash. 

The firemen had all they could do to save 
the whole block from destruction. In the 
face of the additional danger from dynamite 
and other explosives they made a new record 
for bravery and skill. 

Within an hour after the alarm was turned 
in the fire was declared under control and 
the work of clearing the wreckage had be- 
gun. , 

Walter McCloud, the clerk who managed 
the fireworks store, tells the following story 
of the origin of the fire: 

“I was busy at the front of the store when

IMPRESSION AT SPRINGFIELD THAT THE BILL WILL BECOME’ LAW, 


Springfield, Iil., June 8.—[Special.]—Gov- ] 
ernor John Riley Tanner and Alderman 
John Maynard Harlan clashed this after- 
noon in an excitingly dramatic, way. 

The occasion was the hearing of argu- 
ments for and against the Allen bill. The 
scene was the audience room of the Gov- 
ernnor’s office. 

Quite a crowd was present. Governor Tan- 
ner sat at the head of a long table just un- 
derneath the oil portrait of Governor Shad- 
rach Bond, who, by the way, in the portrait 
appears in military clothing, a coat of blue 
with a high standing collar, brass buttons, 
and a large red sash around his waist Mr. 
Yerkes sat by the door leading into the 
audience room. Mr. Harlan stood near the 
end of the table opposite Tanner.

Panic Starts with a Word. 

** When I returned with several others the 
crowd had begun to gather. The panic 
began as soon as it was known that fire- 
works were stored in the building. 

“One of the employés ran across to the 
drug store to turn in the alarm. 

**In the,meantime Mr. Shure made a rush 
for the door of the store, which I had left 
closed. Small fireworks were beginning to 
explode. The warning was sufficient to 
allow us to get away a few feet before the 
bulk of the explosives went off simultane- 
ously. Mr. Shure was hurt by flying glass. 
The others were knocked down but not much 
hurt. 

“There were no dynamite crackers in the 
place and nothing but ordinary firéworks of 
all kinds,’’

The proceedings were lagging a little for 
want of interest. Governor Tanner had got- 
ten himself into an easy position in his 
chair. The ordinary rules of such an occa- 


sion were relaxed, and everybody who want- 
ed to smoke was puffing away at a cigar. 
The Governor was having a Hittle quiet 
smoke too. By easy stages John Maynard 
Harlan worked himself up to a climax. 
Presently he made the bold. assertion that 
every man knew that the Allen bill was put 
through both Houses by bribery. 


Tanner Wakes Up. 


This remark created something of a sensa- 
tion and Tanner opened his half-closed eyes. 
He peered curiously at Harlan as much as 
to say: ‘‘ What on egrth will he say next?’ 

A moment more and Harlan was out with 
it. Bringing his fist down on the table in 
front of him he said in an insinuating, but 
emphatic way: “* This bill was passed by 
bribery. The Governor cannot fail to know.’’ 

He was looKing Tanner full and fair in the 
face now, and in an instant Tanner brought 
himself up and said in an emphatic way: 

‘*I da not know it, Mr. Harlan,'and 1 do 
not like you to charge that here. I think 
the man that charges that the bill was 
passed by bribery should be prepared to 
prove it.”’ ' 

Harlan retorted in an instant: “‘ Very well, 
sir.”’ 

Yerkes Takes a Hand. 

Mr. Yerkes was pretty angry by this time, 
and, rising to his feet, faced Harlan, who 
had in turn turned around to Mr. Yerkes. 
Mr. Yerkes said, “Any man who makes a 
statement like that and cannot prove it is a 
coward.”’ 

Harlan retorted, shaking his right finger, 
“I will take care of myself, Mr. Yerkes, 
without any interference from you.” 

But Mr. Yerkes was like Banquo’s ghost, 
He would not sit down. Hesaid to Mr. Har- 
lan: ‘* Imake the statement again, that any 
man that brings a charge of that kind in an 
assemblage like this, in the absence of 
those whom he charges, is a coward.”’ 

The two men were glaring at each other 
now, and Tanner sat upright in his chair. 
He had gotten a little excited, and he had 
brought his teeth so tightly together that: 
he nipped the end ‘off his cigar. 


Harlan Forced to Retraet. 


A minute more and Governor Ta ate 
tracted Mr, Harilan's attention by saying, 


| | “ Edo not care, Mr. Harlan, to hear anything 


further from you on this subject. I will not 
permit you to finish. You charge that I 
know these bills were passed by bribery.

Then a dead calm fell on the assemblage. 
Mr. Yerkes resumed his seat. Mr. Harlan 
stood a second, and, looking at Tanner, 
quickly discerned what everybody else could 
see, that Tanner was quite angry,, too. 
Everybody was waiting to see what would 
be the next step. Would John Maynard 
Harlan accept the situation and quit, or 
‘would he retract his words? 

Mr. Harlan paused a second and then in 
mellifluous notes, which, by the way, did 
not go for much, madea retraction. He suid 
in substance that he would retract ft, but 
that he had heard and knew of things which, 
if Tanner knew, would lead the mind of the 
Chief Executive to the same conclusion he 
had. He had gotten this information on the 
fioor of the House. 

Governor Tanner retorted that he was not 
on the floor of either House from the he- 
ginring of the sessiun to the close until the 
last night. Harlan talked on a little while, 
but presently said the people believed, and 
he knew facts that led him to believe, that 
the statements he had made were true. 
Whereupon Tanner got after him again with 
the remark, “‘ If the statements were true, 
and you know it, it is your duty to go to the 
grand ju®y.”’ 

Nearly All Yerkes’ Friends. -

Should be Submitted to People. 


“When ‘the bill left-the—-House the- main : 


proviso was where the franchise was to be for 
a longer period than twenty years it was to 
be submitted to a vote of the people. Ihave 
understood that amendment was suggested 
by Speaker Curtis. The presence of the 


amendment there is a recognition of the fact ‘ 


that seems patent, and that is that a change 
in the organic law of the State authorizing 
the efi to grant @ fifty-year franchise 
was @ very radical change. I think that 
évery One will concede two things—first, that 
the future of this nation and the future of 
your institutions here are more dependent

upon any other single consideration. You 
will recall by how narrow a margin Mr. 
Cleveland was elected. Six hundred votes 
in the City of New York would have made 
Mr. Blaine-Rresident, if I. remember cor- 
rectly. Now, if it be true that the govern- 
ment of our large cities has so important a 
' bearing, it is also true that the government 
of our large cities is more wrapped -up in its 
transportation than in any one feature, 
The streets are the only property that be- 
long to the people. They are in the true 
sense a capital of the people. They are the 
wealth of the -people stored up, and when it 
comes to so radical a change in the policy 
of city government as allowing the Council 


to grant fifty-year franchises where it here- © 
tofore had been granting but twenty-year | 


franchises such a question ought to be sub- 
mitted to the people. te 
Two Ways to Look at It. 
“There are two ways in which to discuss 
the propriety of this bill—first, from the 
standpoint of public interest, and second the 
claims, whatever they may be, df the cor- 


porations that have franchises for twenty 
years, which time to expire is in the not 
distant future. Now, as to the main ques- |

“Tt is a radical change that strikes at the 


heart of the system that has prevailed, and 
it ought not to be made without the approval 
of the people. Moreover, it Seems to be con- 
ceded theoretically that a street rallway en- 


tePprise is‘a ‘sort-of pattnership relation and 


that of the three elements entering into it 
the people furnish two of them that cannot 
be found anywnere else—they furnish the 
right of way and the market for transporta- 
tion.

power we do not know what may occur with- 
in the next ten or fifteen years. Suppose 
something should occur in the way of new 
motive power that would cut their oper- 
ating expenses down one-third.

made and every dollar due to the reduction 
in operating expenses would go to the stock- 
holders, would go to those capitalists that 
furnished the money and none to the capi- 
talists who furnished the streets—namely: 
the people. - From-the standpeint of pubile 
interest there can be no doubt whatever 
that the public interests will be better sub- 
served by making the franchises for as short 
a term as possible, so that the public may 
from time to time obtain its proper share of 
the benefits of inventions. I take it that 
it will be admitted axiomatically that the 
shorter the term of franchane the better it 
will be because it will enable the public 
from time to time to reap its share of new 
inventions. In Chicago we should not grant 
any such length of franchises. 
Chicago Must Protect Itself. 


“ Chicago has never claimed an ideal Coun- 
cil. These are not the gentlemen to accuse 
me of extreme statements when I say that 
Chicago will have all it can do to protect it- 
self against wrongs andinjustice. The fran- 
chise ought not to be for nitty years tor this 
reason. You are ali familiar with Chicago. 
I can conceive that in. a very short time. we 
shall not want any surface roads in the heart 
of the city. -Suppose we have made.a fifty- 
year contract with these surface roads and 
then we want to get them to build their Own 
subways or put their roads underground. In 
that case we would have to pay them for it, 
whereas if we make a contract for twenty 
years, and at the end of that time they are 
to have another franchise for twenty years 
and we should want to put ovr tra: ks under 
the surface at the end of tenor fifteen years 
the amount that we would have to pay them 
would be small and probai-ly nothing. 

“We cannot tell whet the next ten, fifteen, 
or twenty years will bring forth. Itis not 
wise to tie this matter up for fifty years. It 
is against the policy of the state. 


Regarding Scheel Property. 


‘‘Tt is quite fashionable about this stage 
of the argument to ask how about the schoo] 
leases, and the questioner always ex- 
pects that he’ will floor the talker. 
Such argument has no force for the reason 
the cases are not analogous. School prop- 
erty is in @very essential private property 
and-has to eompete as private property. 
The. School Board, in,order to make ad- 
vantageous leases, has to go into the market 
and compété with private property. They 
have to make ninety-nine year contracts 
simply. because it is private property. The 
lessor is entitled to a fixed rental. In the 
ease of franchises the city is content to take 
a percentage arid nota fixed rental, but the 
owners of private property want a fixed in- 
come. They do not want to take chances on 
a percentage basis. They prefer a fixed in- 
come to a percentage. 


of the companies all I have to say is this: 
The large expenses of roads incurred in 1883 
in changing considerable portions of their 
road from horse to cable and in putting in 
expensive conduits was upon the faith ofa 
twenty year franchise only. The very ut- 
most that.can be claimed by those gentlemen 
is not that they have a legal right to any 
renewal, but that the people who invested 
their money did so upon the understanding 
that they would get a renewal. 
No Claim of Justice. 

‘““No claim of justice can be adduced why 
they should have a fifty-year franchise. The 
very utmost they can claim outside of courts 
of law would be a renewal of their franchises 
for twenty years. It is not to be imagined 
for a moment that any man invested a dollar 
upon any assurance that there would bea 
renewal of franchises for fifty years. Itis 
against public interest, and they have no 
claim of justice in their favor that the power 
should be enlarged toa grant for fifty years. 

** Now, if we are’to have a law authorizing 
franchises for fifty years without a referen- 
dum clause, then the provisions of this law 
are not-just. We have heard a great deal 
about home rule. It has been stated that 
this law acknowledges the right of Chicxugo 
to home rule. I say it does not. If we wish 
to renew their franchises we are bound by 
this law to fix the fare at five eents. Now, 
there are a whole lot of people in Chicago 
‘that feel that whatever the benefits should 
be under a rearrangement, that these bene- 
fits should come to the people in the shape 
of a reduced fare. I do not suppose thereis 
any objecticn to me saying here that I talked 
‘to Ju Grosscup;" who has ~no interest 
whatev gp in this matter, and ke holds strong- 
‘ly to th® opinion oe whatever benefits the 
people are entitled 
‘thém in the shape 6f a reduced fare. 


Should Leave Chicago Free. 


“The point I make is that Chicago ought 
to be left free to determine that question for 
itself. Undoubtedly the poor people would 
want a reduced fare. Some of us who are 
wage-earners might feel that this was an in- 
direct way of levying taxes and we could 
pile up a strong argument along these lines. 
But the great body-of the people would like 
to see the compensation for their streets 
accrue to them by, the money staying in 
their pocKets in the shapé of an dbatement 
of their fare. The bill takes that right away 
and strikes an insidious blow. 

‘This proposed law says that we, the City 
Council, may grant new franchises upon 
such terms and conditions as may be deemed 
best for the public. That clause-has been 
supposed to be broad enough to govern bar- 
gains in ordinances for compensation. Any 
sort of terms and conditions which the City 
Council chooses to impose would be sup- 
ported by that clause in the law. But when 
they come to the question of extensions of 
existing franchises they don’t put in that

Harlan Calls Grinnell Down, 

Mr, Harlan—Let me say that Judge Gross- 
cup gave me permission to quote him on that 
subject. I will take care of my relations 
with Judge CGrosscup, and I do not want you 
to tell’) me what to do. I shall not permit 
such criticisms from you. 

Judge Grinnell—Many individuals have 
stated to me time and time again, and one of 
the men whose name, has been mentioned 


here today said to me’ last week and again’

Governor Tanner—For what length of time 

do the present franchises extend?

I think 
there are a few that the contract rate is 
five cents for nineteen years and some for 
nineteen and one-half years. 

Governor Tanner—Under all those ordi- 
nances the contract is for five cents. 

Judge Grinnell—Yes, sir. : 

Tauner Asks About Fares. 

Governor Tanner—In your opinion, as a 
lawyer, do you think that the Common Coun- 
cil has the right to change these fares during 
the term of the franchises? 

Judge Grinnell—No, sir. 

Governor Tanner—That is your opinion as 
a lawyer? 

Judge Grinnell—Yes, sir. The other legal 
proposition { wish to bring to your Honor’s 
attention is this: I have great respect for 
Harlan’s legal attainments, but I am 
surprised at the contention, when in a body 
of this kind, holding as a court, that he 
should undertake, by insinuation, to make 
anybody believe that this law is bad because 
it has not incorporated in it the sentence 
that the Common Council can impose such 
terms and conditions as they see fit. When 


| I asked him the question in regard to this he 
| did not answer, but suggested that pérhaps 


there was a chance for an argument. If 
there is a chance for argument it must be by 
somebody whose lack of information is 
great. The Legislature has given to the 
City Council the right to give the use of the 
streets for any time within fifty years upon 
such terms and conditions as they see fit. 
Suppose that sentence had been eliminated 
entirely, then the City Council can grant 
such rights as it sees fit. That one sentence 
adds nothing whatever. I challenge the in- 
telligence of any man to say different. When 
you make a deed to a piece of property, be- 
fore you make it you impose such conditions 
as you see fit. 


Can Impose Any Conditions. 

The City Council of Chicago can grant 
a right only upon conditions they see fit to 
I believe Mr. Harlan agrees with 
me as a lawyer, and it is absurd to contend 
otherwise. The power is there. They can 
grant it or not. 'f they do grant it they 
can impose conditions. I challenge anybody 
to dispute this proposition that the public 
sentiment in Chicago in: reference to this 
particular bi is not against it, whatever 
may be said of any other bill presented to 
the Legislature or any other matter. I have 
nothing further to say at the present. 


Major Wilson's Point of View. 

Major Bluford Wilson of Springfield, 
director of the Consolidated Street railway 
company of this place, next addressed the 
Governor in favor of the bill.

It 
is high time the people should recognize 
the fact that the traction railways best sub- 
serve the public interests. This bill is a 
simple recognition of our right to live and 
All this

business the right to live fifty years. It 
gives the corporations interested nothing 
more than the right to go to the various 
Councils and ask that they may be permitted 
to live for a period of fifty years—to live 
precisely upon the same general terms and 
conditions that the legislative power has 
conferred under general laws in reference to 
steam railways. 

Want Parity with Railways. 

“Can any gentleman for a single moment

Fifty 
years is the limitation imposed by the gen- 
eral incorporation act, and every new cor- 
poration, since the adoption of our new con- 
stitution, has been limited to that time.

Chicago does net want more power con- 
ferred upon its Common Council , The peo- 
ple don’t want this bill passed. i know 
something of the sentiment there, [I un- 
dertake to.say, without an odious compari- 
son, that I have been nearer to the working- 
man and that Il know him better than you, 
gentlemen, and I tell you you are utterly in- 
sensible to the state of public sentiment on 
this question. This bill if signed will make 
rouble, and 1 warn you of that. Thut 
-eferendum clause was the sole thing that 

»btained its passage in the House. Every 
man here knows it. It was put in there to 
secure the votes of men who had _ voted 
against the Humphrey bills. It was put 1. 
here to get*that bill over to the Senate, 
ind use it as a vehicle to bring back some- 
thing different. 

Harlan Charges Bribery. 

“Every man knows that bill was put 
through both Houses by bribery. You ask 
me to prove it. I cannot do it. If I could 
quote it I would quote a passage that Judge 
Grinnell once used on the occasion of a 
famous trial. I cannot reproduce it, but it 
ran something like this: ‘They could see 
the hand with the money, they could see the 
hand reach out for the money, but the pas- 
sage of the money from one hand to the 
other was lost sight of.’ This bill was passed 
by bribery. [Great sensation,;] The Gov- 
ernor cannot fail to know it.’’ 

Governor Tanner—I do not know it, Mr. 
Harlan. I do not like to have you charge 
thathere. I think the man that charges that 
the bill was passed by bribery should be 
prepared to prove it. 

Mr. Harlan—Very well, sir. 

Yerkes Calls Harlan Coward. 

Mr. Yerkes—Any man that makes a state- 
ment like that and cannot prove it is a 
coward. — 

Mr. Harlan—I will take care of myself, Mr. 
Yerkes, without interference from you. 

Mr. Yerkes—I make the statement again 
that any man that brings a charge of that 
kind in an assemblage like this is certainly 
a coward. 

Governor Tanner—I do not.care, Mr. Har- 
lan, to hear anything further from you on 
this subject. I will not.permit you to finish, 
You charge that I know that these bills were 
passed by bribery. Until you retract that you 
can talk no further. 

Mr. Harlan—I will retract that statement. 
I am probably net competent to say you 
know that they were passed by brivery I 
supposé I may state what I believe. I donot 
want to transgregs the limits imposed upon 
me by the Governor. I am here ‘by your 
courtesy. The point that I make is: ‘I have 
been on thé floor of both Hdéwses here. ¥ 
haye heard things stated and I know of 
things that have occurred which if they were 
known to your Honor as they are to me, lam 
convinced would lead to the same belief I 
have. 

Governor Tanner—The executive was not 
upon the floor of either House from the be- 
ginning of the session during the Legislature 
until the closing hours last Friday night. 

Is Special Legislation. 

Mr. Harlan—Yes, Governor, I know you 
were there last Friday night. I saw you. 
I make the point that this is special legis- 
lation. It is not legislation that deals 
fairly with all persons that may desire to 
engage in this business. It prevents the 
Council from fixing a fare for existing com- 
panies. As between new and old companies, 
the ones that would deserve special con- 
sideration would not be old companies. As 
to new companies, they might require five- 
cent fares fixed for a period of twenty years, 
but these companies who may not need a 
five-cent fare have it if we extend their 
franchises. It is not fair in the face of what 
we all know to say that we ought to be 
content to leave this to the Common Council. 
The people would make no complaint if the 
referendum clause was leftinthat bill. The 
fact that the companies caused the referen- 
dum clause to be stricken out is a confession 
that the people don’t want it. Above us all 
we must recognize the fact, whether our 
positions be low or exalted, and that fact 
is the power of the people. It is the word 
we must all bow to.. We cannot be any bet- 
ter than the people, and’many of us.will have 
great difliculty in being as good as the people. 

All Poorer than Average. 

I doubt whether any of us, saving your 
Honor, is up to the average man. The av- 
erage man, if he wants the bill, will say so, 
and he ought to be allowed to say so. This 
is not a question of comparison of steam 
railways with street railways. We are ndt 
living fifty years ago, but we are living to- 
day. Neither are we living in the country 
districts, but we are living in Chicago. No 
man can contend that because Chicago saw 
fit to give a corporation a twenty-year lease 
that they incurred a similar obligation to 
give a twenty-year franchise at the end of 
that time. The only obligation incurred was 
to deal fairly. I do not believe there is a 
gentieman here that doubts for a moment 
that Chicago, if she saw fit not to extend 
franchises, would embarrass these 
corporations to the least dollar. Chicago 
would treat them justly. I would not attempt 
to deceive. I believe that I know the senti- 
ment as well as any one mancan know it. I 
believe that I have-had opportunities to ob- 
tain the sentiment of the people of Chicago 
and I know they do not want this bill. I 
believe the people are so hostile to this 
measure that they will not fail to visit any 
one of us either in the City Council orina 
higher office—they will not fail to visit with 
their wrath any one that is instrumental fn 
putting this law upon the statute books. I 
may be wrong. I think I know the will of 
the people, and they do not want this law. 

People Believe Bribery Charges. 

The people do believe, and I mean no 
offense to your Honor, nor do I mean any 
injustice to the Legislature, but the people

believe, and I know facts that would lead | 


me to the belief, that the statement.I made 
a little while ago is true, Governor Tanner. 
If the statements are true, and you know 
it, it is your duty to go to the grand jury. 
[Sensation., ] “ 

This virtually closed up the Alderman’s 
speech. Marcus Pollasky was at his elbow 
telling him it was time to get to the train. 
Mr. Harlan returned thanks for the oppor- 
tunity afforded him by Governor Tanner to 
talk on the Dill. 

‘‘T appreciate the courtesy,”’ said he, 
“that the Governor has shown me. I have 
no interest in this matter. I am here at the 
sacritice of my time, so far as it may be 
valuable, and am here at the sacrifice of 
whatever it costs to be here. I have only one 
motive, and that is to voite what I under- 
stand to be the wish of the people of Chicago. 
I am here in a quasi official capacity as a 
member of the Council committee, and for 
the purpose of conveying to your Honor 
what I belleve to be a message from the 
people vf Chicago. They do not want this 
bill, and a veto of it would be regarded by 
the people of Chicago as the most con- 
vincing evidence that you were their friend. 
If this bill is vetoed it will not be forgotten.’’ 

So saying, Alderman Harlan and Mr. Pol- 
lasky got into a carriage and drove to the 
station. 

General Fitz-Simons Talks. 

General Charles Fitz-Simons. of Chicago 
was the next gentleman to speak in favor of 
the bill. 

* This,”’ he said, ‘‘ ie somewhat of an em- 
barrassing position for me, as Iam not accus- 
tomed to speaking with the eloquence of an 
attorney. I am neither an attorney nor an 
Alderman. I represent no branch of the 
people, and don’t pretend to, but in living 
among them as I have for the last thirty 
years on the West Side, I do not think it is 
arrogance to say that I know as well as any 
man what their feelings are about this bill. 
I do rot.think that the average citizen of 
Chicago cares anything about it one way or 
the other. 
of the workingmen of Chicago have ever 
read. the bill, or know anything about its 
provisions. For the last five years I have 
heard poor people and rich people say that 
it would be a perfect nuisance to get a penny 
out of fivé cents. Poor people are careless 


be a very difficult thing to give you an exact 
idea of it. What we want are people who 
do think. We do not want obstructions. 
{ do not believe there is a word in the dic- 
tionary that is so odious as the word * ob- 
structions,’ and I don’t see anything in the 
tactics of these gentlemen who are opposing 
these bills but obstructions.” 
Law Says People Are for It. 

Mr. Law of Chicago addressed the Gov- 
ernor briefly. 

“T have been In Chicago,” said he, “ for 
‘orty-sixth years, and when Mr. Harlan says 
he knows more than all the rest of us about 
tublic sentiment I say he doesn’t know any-~- 
hing. I have canvassed the stores in regard 
to this matter, and have never found but 
one man who was opposed to this bill. I 
issure you that it Is be eager rae 
ff Chicago that this bill be signec. ) 
vere the Goversiet and Hved in Springfield 
. would not hesitate a moment to sign it, 
and would have no fear whatever. I have 
had no means of knowing the sentiment of 
the laboring man, but I have canvassed that 
situation a little, and every man that 1 have 
talked to. has been in favor of the bill. I 
spent all day yesterday, and found.but one 
man who was against it. I tell you that the 
respectable people of Chicago are in favor 
of it. It takes enterprise to accomplish any- 
thing, and when Mr. Yerkes first started out 
it was very doubtful. . Capital has rights 
as well as labor, and Mr. Yerkes has done 
more to build up the city than all the other 
people combined. I think he deserves some 
credit for it, and I trust the bill will be 


signed.” 

Evans Sympathizes with ,Tanncr. 

Clinton B. Evans, editor of the Econo- 
mist, said he had a great deal of sym- 
pathy for the Governor. He had but a few 
words to say to him, and trusted he would 
cut him off if at any time his patience should 
become exhausted. He said that the street 
railway companies had been held up to the 
public as a great monster of iniquity; that 
he would rather be a criminal in prison than 
a street railway official in Chicago. He 
thought that the work of building up the 
West Side was of the greatest benefit to 
Chicago. He thought Chicago had been 
greatly misrepresented, and that the news- 
papers were responsible for it. 

Yerkes Closes the Hearing. 

The arguments closed with a speech from 
Mr. Charles T. Yerkes, who said:

The newspapers do not express the 
sentiments of the people in Chicago, and I 
defy anybody to prove that they did. There 
is at the present time, and has been fora 
long time, a perfect disgust for the opinions 
of the newspapers in Chicago. 


Talks of “Newspaper Trust.” 

“It is a well-known fact that a certain 
newspaper trust or combination is banded 
together for the avowed purpose of con- 
trolling Chicago and everything pertaining 
to it. No man can be nominated or elected 
to office unless he passes under the rod and 
is O. K.’ad by them. No corporation can 
apply for anything without first going to 
this newspaper combination and getting 
their sanction. I speak advisedly when I 
say this. If they do not approve of a man 
who runs for office, and if he doesn’t de- 
clare himself for them, they are against 
him. They will publish all sorts of things 
in régard to his character. But as we all | 
know, in the last three years, I might say 
six years, they have never succeeded in de- | J 
feating a single man, nor have they elected a 
man that they started out to elect. The 
people of Chicago are aware of their tricks. 
When they claim they represent the senti- 
ment of the people they simply don't tell 
the truth. 

Attacks Civic Federation. 

‘*From the time these bills first saw the 
light of day the newspaper combination has 
been against them, and so has their puppets. 
the Civie federation, which simply dances 
when they pull the string. Who are the 
men who do this? They are men, many of 
them, who have been in various shady trans- 
actions, and they are in the Civic federation 
for the purposes of concealing their true 
characters. They remind me very much of 
a very bad man who joins the chufch to 
lead the people to believe he is good. The 
men who compose it are tax-dodgers. They 
are men who are having their assessment 
cut one-half it ought to be. I have a list 
of them and can prove what I say. 

‘“‘ At the time the bills were first offered 
I made an application to the Civic federa- 
tion asking that I be allowed to appear at 
the meetings, so there could be a just and 
fair discussion. What was the reply? It 
was:.‘ No, you cah’t come here.’

Make Less with Electricity.

One fell to the street and the 
other tugged to get free, when two men 
grabbed its bridle, while others slashed the 
harness, released the maddened animals, 
and then prevented them from trampling 
the crowd which now poured out of the 
neighboring stores, fiats, and tenements. 

Maggie Kenney Run Down. 

Just at the height of the confusion a horse 
which had fallen at the fire and had 
scrambled to its feet plunged across Hal- 
sted street as Maggie Ke mney, 226 Ewing 
street, was hurrying from the scene of 
chaos. She was knocked fown by the fren-

SCENES DURING THE BIG EXPLOSION. 


Dwellers, Passengers, and Pedestrians 
Overwhelmed by Powder, Flames, 
and Showers of Glass. 


Had a dozen unseen airships anchored over 
Halsted and Van Buren streets, the heart 
of one of the busiest spots of this big city, 
and dropped a shower of bombs they could 
hardly have caused a wilder scene than that 
which followed the crash of the first ex- 
plosion. 

The junction of the two thoroughfares was 
a lively center. Added to other vehicles was 
a gripear, with Fred Stiles at the lever, and 
followed by two trailers, that came up Hal- 
sted street and stopped in front of the fire- 
works store to await-the signal to sweep 
around the curve into Van Buren street.. 


Fire and Smoke Engulf the Train. 

Half of the seats of the grip ané many of 
those in the summer cars were filled with 
passengers when there was a fierce shock. 


For a moment the three cars were lost ina’ 


stream Of flame and smoke. 

Then the air was thick with a glittering, 
flickering mass of glass and burning brands 
that rained through the skeletonlike frames 
of the cars. 

When dozens of half-dazed eyes looked 
toward the tracks the cars were ablaze, 
while screams of women and children added 
to the terror of the scene. 

Patrolffan Cummings was at Van Buren 
and Halsted streets, only fifty feet away, 
when his helmet was blown from histhead, 
and he was knocked against a lamppost. 

“Just then he was aroused by the cries 
from the cars. 
Rush to Give Aid. 

Hatless, Cummings ran to the spot with 
ex-Patrolman P. J. O’Malley and Joseph 
Murray as most of the passengers, panic- 
Stricken and temporarily blinded by the 
wild rush of the flames and smoke, 
scrambled over the seats and dashboards. 
Cummings and the other men grabbed wom- 
en and children and ran with them to the 
corer, beyond the range of the pyrotechnic

Then they rushed back and dragged out a

Wrecks a Big Fiat Building. 
While the riot of premature patriotism did 
havoc in the 
sted street it quickly put a face of wreck 
and devastation on the: big four-story flat 
building directly opposite. The structure 
extends from 201, the corner of Van Buren 
street, south to 200. Before the outbreak 
ot that powder magazine in capsule form 
the beauty of the front of this flat, building 
was its display of big bay windows. 
Shatters the Glass in Windows. 
When the cannonading had stopped and 
the smoke had curled toward the clouds 
every pane of glass in the many scores of 
windows had been blown into tiny pieces. 
Not only in the flat building, but every front 
window in every structure in the block was 
shattered. Not only glass exposed to the 
direct fury of the explosions was destroyed, 
but the glass-in transoms and even in rear 
windows was knocked from the frames. 


Terror in Many Households. 

In the flats on that side of Halsted street 
the alarm of the occupants was of the wild- 
est nature. Many women were in the 
kitchens preparing the evening meal or the 
family were already seated. at the supper 
table, when the buildings shook and the 
glass of the windows, of mirrors, and of gas 
globes made a crash that sent a shock 
roaring from Van Buren street out over the 
| West Side. 

Those who happened to be in the front 
apartments, although stunned by the ex- 
plosion or gashed by the flying débris, quick- 
ly came to and saw the source of the dan- 
ger, but the ignorance of those in the rear 
as to just what had happened lent force to 
their alarm. 


Thought It an Earthquake. 

Many believed that the earth was quaking, 
and wildly rushed for the fire escapes or the 
staircases. Others thought the buildings had 
been blown up with dynamite, while some 
determined in a flash that gas had exploded 
in a nearby main being repaired. 

The people were tearing, tumbling, and 
screaming through the dark hallways, fight- 
ing their way to light and safety. To add 
to the terror made by the crash of the glass 
flames flared In some of the flats. In the 
mixed shower of pyrotechnics, glass and 
other missiles, there was fire. Beds and 
carpets were set aflame. 

Two of the many women in the panic- 
stricken population of the flats and tene- 
ments who fainted were rescued froin being 
burned as they lay senseless in their homes. 


Panic in Lorch’s Market. 

Nor was the panic confined to the upper 
stories of the row of buildings on the west 
side of Halsted street. There was no wilder 
scene than that which took place in 8. 
Lorch’s meat market, on the first floor of 
203 Halsted street. Lorch was in his little 
half glass, haif wood cashier's office, oppo- 
site a twenty-foot square plate glass win- 
dow. Behind the meat stand Henry Wilson, 
IF'red Winslizen, and John Katowski were 
attending to the orders of thirteen women, 
who were clustered before the three butch- 
ers. In the rear of the market the glass 
doors of a huge refrigerator glistened, and 
between it and the wall was a narrow pass- 
ageway. 

In a moment the massive window and the 
big transom fell in a shower against the 
crowd in the market. 

Lorch Blown Twenty-five Feet. 

Lorch, 180 pounds in weight, was blown 
twenty-five feet, hit the refrigerator, and 
dropped like a log, with one hand clutching 
a bunch of greenbacks, while the other 
clasped a bundle of accounts. 

The three butchers were Knocked in a 
heap, a falling cleaver grazing the head of 
Wilson, while the terrorized women, who 
were not upset by the cyclonic force, made 
a mad rush into the narrow space near the 
refrigerator. 

As they heard the continued boom of the 
exploding fireworks they fought each other 
in the retreat until fat. matrons and slim 
maidens were wedged at the end of the 
passageway, and, ostrichlike, were: strug- 
gling to hide their heads in a one foot wide 
space in the rear of the gigantic ice chest. 
Only three did not battle their way into 
that dark space. They tried to squeezo 
themselves into the mutton department of 
the big refrigerator, when Proprietor Lorch 
sat up on.the floor and gazed at them with 
a dreamy, puzzled look. 

With the aid of his three butchers Lorch 
prevented the -panic-stricken customers 
from seeking other avenues of escape. 
Lorch saw three men, when the confusion 
was most bewildering, rnake a raid on the 
hams and legs of mutton in front of his 
place. Two of the thieves escaped with 
some plunder, but Lorch and his men, 
bruised and bleeding, couldn't give chase. 


Mrs. Conley’s Reading Interrupted. 
Few of the residents on the west side of 
Halsted street escaped the results of shock 
or flying glass. Mrs. J. J. Conley was sit- 
ting in a chair in the bay window of her flat 
on the third floor of 207 Halsted street, di- 
rectly opposite to the fireworks establish- 
ment. She had her back to the street. She 
was reading a newspaper when she was 
blown to the middle of the room, while a 
bushel of glass, Curning wood, and rem- 
nants of rockets fell on her. 
When William Greenwood, a roomer, ran 
to the parlor he stumbled across Mrs, Con- 
ley, who in her dazed condition was crawling 
toward the front bedroom to save her seal- 
skin sack. As he swung open the door he 
saw the bed in a blaze, while the lace cur- 
tains were a fluttering fleece of flame. He- 
and another roomer conquered the fire and 
then attended to Mrs. Conley, whose head 
had been cut by a splinter of wood.

Gerst, and Miss ‘Annie Gerst were there 
when the crash of glass startled them. Mrs. 
Lorch’'s two children were toddling around 
the front room near the bay window, but 
they miraculously escaped injury Mrs. 
Lorch and her guests agreed that titre: was 
an earthquake, and when another. shock 
was heard they let loose wild cries, 

M. EB. Turtor and his family were at the 
dining table in their flat on the third floor of 
203 Halsted street, when the shock made 
dishes and knives clatter, and the cold chills 
started to chase each other on the same old 
spinal course. 

* That's dynamite!” shouted John Teine. 
a boarder. He rushed in his stocking feet 
to the bay window. His shoes had to be 
thrown to him before he could wade through 
the glass to escape the battery of fireballs 
which seemed to be directed at the Turtor 
flat. 

Miss Mitchell Promptly Swoons, 

Not only the window panes, but a large 
mirror and a stand of bric-A-brac ‘were 
dashed in a heap in the flat of William Land- 
ers, on the fourth floor of 205 Halsted, while 
in Harry G. Mitchell's flat on the top floor 
of 203 Halsted street, the concussion toppled 
over a magnificent wardrobe and narrowly 
escaped crushing Miss Alice Mitchell, who 
promptly fell in a swoon when she saw the 
dangers she had passed. Mrs. Mitchell, her 
mother, was in the rear of the apartments 
atthe time. Despite her age she amazed the 
neighbors in the rear of the flat building by 
the agility she displayed in getting down a 
fire-escape. 

Mrs. T. Gray was seated in the bay wih- 
dow of her flat on the second floor of 209 
Halsted street, on a direct line opposite to 
the magazine of pyrotechnics, when she 

saw a ball of smoke and fire shoot out of the 
front of the store. The last thing after that 
she remembered was that the whole bay 
window had been crushed. When she came 
to her senses she lay on the floor, eight feet 
“away, in the center of a circle of wreckage. 
Bleeding from a cut on the neck, she stag- 
gered into a rear room. 

Miss Ford Knocked Down. 

It was in the bay window, too, that Mrs. 
Ford was sitting in her flat, 207 Halsted 
street, when the chaotic @imax struck her. 
Hier daughter, Miss Eunice Ford, was 
knocked senseless, while her hand was badly 
gashed. To add to the destruction, a ‘‘ Mon- 
golian snake "’ did a blue, green, and yellow 
serpentine dance in a bedroom. Carpets 
and bedclothing burst into flame, but these 
blazes soon were subdued. 

Mrs. George Esehem had her baby on her lap 
in her flat on the third floor of 213 Halsted 
street when the child was blown across the 
room. In the flat above Mrs. Thompson was 
cut on the face and hands, while Mrs. 
Barker and her baby son George were also 
gashed by flying glass. 

Mrs. E. Turcan, in the same building, 
wasn't cut, but the shot from a roman 


candle landed in her Psyche knot and set her 
tresses afire. 
Takes Refuge in a Coffin. 

To Edward Guay, the “ Frenchman,” as 
he is called, who is poolroomkeeper for Jake 
Harris, 213 South Halsted street, belongs the 
novel distinction of having sought safety 
by hiding ina coffin. He was at the under- 
taking establishment of John Chalifoux, 211 
South Halsted street. He was sitting at the 
front window at the time of the explosion, 
and as he saw the great mass of flame come 
rushing across the street, heard the crashing 
of glass on all sides, and felt the trembling 
of the earth under the force of the fearful 
explosion, he thought the end had come. 
He rushed for the rear door, but to his horror 
he found it locked, and wild with terror he 
proceeded to crawl into a capacious coffin in 
the rear of the store. 

He said when the first explosion came, 
which sounded like a single great cracker, 
there were twenty or thirty people standing 
about the door of Shure’'s store who at the 
first report turned and fled for their lives. 
Other single explosions followed rapidly 
for ten or fifteen seconds, he said, and then 
came the culminating one which brought 
such destruction. The whole front of the 
store seemed to belch flames, he said, which 
leaped across the street, this being accom- 
panied by the deafening crash of falling 
ss. Then dense smoke filled the street, 
and then came the screams of people, inter- 
spersed with a steady fusillade of single ex- 
plosions of rockets, candles, bombs, and 
great crackers. 

Fire Marshal Campion Felled. 

Assistant Fire Marshal Campion was on 
the scene when the explosion occurred. He 
was knocked down by the concussion, but 
was uninjured. He happened to be in the 
vicinity when the alarm of fire was given 
and hurried to the corner, arriving just in 
time to beat the first engine company to 
respond to the alarm.

As the fight progressed the confident look 
in Fitzsimmons’ long face never for a mo- 
ment changed, except to assume a grin at 
sight of Corbett dodging. After moments 
of particularly hard fighting white spots 
about tne big muscles of the shoulders and 
on the long arms showed where the light 
was reflected from drops of perspiration 
that had gathered. 

From the tenth round the change in Cor- 
bett's look when his face was turned towards 
the audience was almost pitiful. While his 
knees were growing weak and he fought 
more slowly and ran away oftener from Fitz- 
simmons’ awful punches, and showed more 
of a desire to clinch, the lines in his face 
deepened and the twitchings of his lips could 
be seen as plainly as when they actually 
occurred in the Carson ring. Even the 
anxiety in the eyes of the nearest spectators 
of the figit in the picture was visible as 
they watched Corbett backing away. 


Corbett’s Face Pitifal. 

Once Corbett slipped on the sawdust floor 
and nearly fell. His face for a moment 
was almost drawn with terror, then he 
caught himself. In the proportion that Cor- 
bett's face showed the effect of the dreadful 
strain and the result of Fitzsimmons’ great 
fists, the mouth of the latter appeared to 
stretch longer, into a grin of satisfaction. 

At the close of a particularly long clinch 
in the third round, with Referee Siler, in 
ehirtsleeves and cap, earnestly trying to get 
the men apart, Fitz's eyes could be seen 
protruding and his lips moved as though 
he were speaking, and, as if the crowd for- 
got it was only a picture they were’ watch- 
ing, they leaned forward in their seats to 
hear what he was saying, and the audience 
in the picture made a similar movement. 

There were little diversions for the theater 
audience in the most exciting parts of the 
fight, which the Wonderful action of the 
veriscope was to blame for. Just as Fitz- 
simmons in the eighth round was preparing 
for a savage rush at Corbett the picture of 
a man in a light brown derby hat, at the 
edge ofthe ring, and close to the edge of 
the screen, leaned forward toward Time- 
keeper Houseman. The lips of the man 
with the derby moved, and, Houseman’s 
picture felt through its pockets and pro- 
duced a match. A man in the audience who 
had seen the fig%it became so impressed with 
the sight that he exclaimed: 

“Why, I remember Houseman hunting 
for that match!’’ 
Farther along in the fight, when the veri- 
scope picture had been particularly brilliant, 
showing that the sun had been shining 
bright during that part of the original fight, 
a man sitting far back on the picture fence 
took off his felt hat and wiped his bald head 
vigorously with his handkerchief.

CALHOUN SEES M’KINLEY. 


STATES THE FACTS TO HIM RE- 
GARDING CUBAN AFFAIRS. 


Has an Interview of ‘Three Hours with 
the President—Makes No Kecom- 
mendations Regarding Belligeren- 
cy or Independence—Confines Him- 
self to Statement of Actual Condi- 
tions—Will Not Go to Nashville— 
May Confer Again Today. 


Washington, D, C., June 8.—[Special.]— 
Orders had been igiven at the White House 
to admit Special Commissioner Calhoun, no 
matter what time he called, and when he made 
his appearance about 4 p. m., accompanied 
by Judge Day of 'the State Department and 
Mr. Fishback, there were no Uelays on the 
part of the doorkeepers. In his right hand 
Mr. Calhoun carried a small square parcel, 
tied with blue and white ribbons, and from 
the care he manifested with the package 
it evidently contained the report of his trip 
to Cuba... There was a crowd of loungers in 
the lobby, but acting under instructions As- 
sistant Secretary Day piloted the special 
commissioner and his secretary to the pri- 
vate part of the Executive Mansion, where 
an elevator took them to the upper floor to 
the President. 

It mattered not to the President and Secre- 
tary Porter that the, carriage had been or- 
dered for a drive, the business of Mr. Cal- 
houn was much more imperative than pleas- 
ute, and consequently the Presidential team 
was sent back to the stable. It was an- 
nounced to the waiting patriots outside the 
office that no more visitors would be re- 
ceived, as the President Would in all prob- 
ability spend the remainder of the afternoon 
listening to the report of his envoy to Ha- 
vana.

It required three hours for the special 
,commissioner to make his oral report to 
the President. It was understood ho writ- 
ten communication would be made; There 
were no recommendations made, hor was 
any advice tendered the President as to the 
expediency of recognizing Cuban belliger- 
ency or independence. On the contrary, he 
confined himself to giving a succinct state- 
ment of facts and refrained from making 
suggestions. 

‘There may be another interview tomorrow 
forenoon between the President and Mr. 
Calhoun, but the latter will not go to Nash- 
ville with the Presidential party. During 
the day Mr. Calhoun will be busy with -As- 
sistant Secretary Day at the State Depart- 
ment reviewing the status of the Competitor 
and other American prisoners in Cuban 
jails and arranging their cases for presen-

PEACE MEASURES ABOUT TO COLLAPSE 


Rumors That Germany In Obstructing 
ogress and That Turks Resist 
Giving Up Thessaly. 


London, June 9.—The peace negotiations 
don’t seem to make much progress and 
there was considerable disquietude in Ath- 
ens last evening caused by g¢he apparently 
reliable statement that the negotiations 
were in danger of collapse altogether. The 
Ministers who were questioned on the sub- 
ject, however, had no definite news of an 
official character and expressed the opinion 
that the report was without foundation. 

A dispatch to the Daily Chronicle from 
Constantinople says it is rumored that 
stormy scenes have taken place during the 
sessions of the peace conference and that 
German obstruction has provoked lively 
indignation among a majority of the Am- 
bassadors. 

It is said on good authority that the powers 
are now trying to induce Turkey to sign 
general peace conditions defining broad lim- 
its within which Turkey and Greece should 
afterward settle details by direct negotia- 
tion. 

This news is regarded at Athens with dis- 
may as a breach of faith on the part of the 
powers, and as leaving Greece to the tender 
mercies of the Sultan. It is believed by 
many good judges at Athens that Greece 
may yet have to fight for her very existence. 
Already there are reports that the Turks 
have advanced in the Agrapha district, oc- 
cupied several villages, and are still advan- 
cing toward the Town of Agrapha. Greece 
has protested to the powers against this vio- 
lation of the armistice, and Colonel Tora- 
mados, the Minister of War, has gone to 
Lamia. 

Premier Ralli, who has conveyed the 
thanks of the government to the Greeks of 
New York City for five cannons, said: ‘‘ The 
government does not forget the armistice is 
not peace and that it is its duty to be pre- 
pared for every eventuality.’ 

The Greek newspapers all publish the 
statement by General Miles that the posi- 
tions at Thermopyle are impregnable. 

Advices from Constantinople are equally 
pessimistic. It is alleged that Tewfik Pasha 
at Saturday’s meeting .of the Council of 
Ministers announced that the Shiek ul 
Islam had issued a fetva declaring that ter- 
ritory once acquired by the sacrifice of Otto- 
man blood cannot, under the Ottoman law, 
be surrendered. 

If this be true it will require a good deal of 
persuasion to induce the Sultan to retire 
from Thessaly. In addition to this report 
comes the rumor that Bulgaria has made an 
informal demand that Macedonia, with the 
exception of the Province of Adrianople, 
shall be formed into an autonomous admin- 


istration.

London, June 8.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst. ]—Samuel M. Jarvis, President of 
the North American Trust company of New 
York and London, who is at the Hotel Cecil, 
received information today that his daugh- 
ter Elnora, aged 21, was lying at the point of 
death’ in Jaffa as the result of being pushed 
from the deck of the Austrian Lloyds Medi- 
terranean steamer at that port by native 
boatmen and falling into a rowboat five feet 
below. 

Miss Jarvis has been making a tour around 
the world with her mother. They intended 
to stop off at Jaffa, where there is no land- 
ing pier. Several boatmen boarded the 
Steamer to compete for the privilege of tak- 
ing them ashore. General Whipple of New 
York and Mr. Deering of the farm implement 
manufacturing company of Chicago, fellow- 
passengers, attempted to assist the ladies 
in making a choice. There was a scuffle 
among the rejected boatmen, in the course 
of which Miss Jarvis was shoved to one side 
of the steamer and fell across the thwarts 
of a small boat alongside. 

She was picked up unconscious and taken 
ashore, where a physician found that she 
had received injuries to her spine that will 
probably prove fatal. 

General Whipple, who was on his way to 
Bejreut, went ashore with Mrs. Jarvis and 
her injured daughter at Jaffa, and will re- 
main with them until Mr. Jarvis arrives. 

Mr. Deering went on to Beireut and laid 
the matter before the United States Con- 
sul, Thomas R. Gibson, who will demand 
an investigation by the government at 
Jaffa. Mr. Jarvis will leave for Jaffa to- 
morrow. The Jarvis residence in New York 
is the Dakota apartment house.

FINDS BUT 8,000 CUBANS WELL ARMED 


Investigation by a Correspondent into 
the Strength of the Insurgents 
West of Puerto Principe. 


Havana, via Key West, June 8.—After 
months passed in compiling data, which is 
confirmed by competent, well informed, im- 
partial parties, the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press is able to announce that in 
the country between Cape San Antonio, 
Pinar del Rio, and the Jucaro-M»ron mil- 
itary line of the Province of Puerto Principe, 
there are 8,000 insurgents, well armed with 
rifles, and subdivided into small bands. The 
latter live during the best part of the year 
in the woods and mountains. Beside these 
bands, there are many thousands of Cuban 
natives in the insurgent camps who are 
either unafmed or only armed with 
machetes. In the “ concentrated” towns 


there are only small numbers of men, the 


greater part of the inhabitants being women 
and children.

ALL RESTS WITH GOVERNOR TANNER. 

One of the outrageous features of the 
Allen bill which Governor Tanner has in his 
hands is the pretense of its advocates that 
it gives additional home rule to Chicago, 
when in fact it gives less. While it in- 
creases the franchise-giving power of the 
Council from twenty to fifty. years, that 
power is coupled with the hmitation which 
provides that the Council cannot fix the 
fare below five cents when extending the 
existing franchises, which are berond all 
comparison the most important that the 
Council ean consider. If the Governor 
vetoes this bill, then in 1908, when the 
present street railway franchises expire, 
the Council will be elected on that issue, 
and that Council can renew the franchises 
for only twenty years, but it can also fix a 
rate of fure and compensation which will 
be just to the people and not unjust to the 
corporations. 

But beyond all this in importance is the 
fact that the Legislature has sought to 
confer the power of extending franchises, 
not on a Council elected at the beginning 
of the next century, but upon the present 
Council, which was not chosen on any 
strect railway issue. One-half of the 
present Council was elected in the spring 
of 18096, when nobedy was dreaming of a 
possible extension of the Yerkes franchises 
and when entirely different issues entered 
into the Aldermanic contests. The other 
half of the Council was elected in the 
spring of the present year, but it was not 
elected on any such issue as that contained 
in this street railway business. ‘The Hum- 
phrey bills had been presented in the Legis- 
lature, but they provided for legisiatiye 
action and not that the Council should 
make the street railway grants. ‘The 
Aldermanic contest this spring was be- 
tween the Democratic party, fighting 
unitedly for spoils and loohing forward to 
the overthrow of the civil service law, and 
the Republican party, which was in a 
state of great inward turmoil and distress 
because it was seeking to get rid of vicious 
elements in the persons of Lorimer et al., 
which had undertaken to take possession 
of the party. The result is, if the Allen 
bill becomes a law, the question whether 
franchises shall be extended for the next 
fifty years and the conditions of such ex- 
tensions will be in the hands of a Council 
not elected on that issue, but about forty 
of whose members out of sixty-eight may 
be set down as boodlers who will be willing 
to sell out the city if they get the requisite 
price. 

Yerkes & Co. know what is the strength 
of venality in the Council. Their agents 
have felt the pulses of all these members 
and know what inducements will prevail. 
The only question is whether the boodle 
strength can be raised from forty to forty- 
six, which is the two-thirds vote necessary 
to pass any ordinance, however vicious, 
over the veto of the Mayor. 

Is the Governor going to allow this bill 
to become a law? Will he permit the out- 
rage on the people of Chicago which the 
Legislature has attempted to perpetrate to 
be consummated? If he does, then as far 
as Cook County is concerned he will have 
reached the end of his political career. He 
will irrevocably blast his future. He will 
haye sinned the sin for which there is no 
forgiveness. More than. one-third of the 
people of the State will- be his implacable 
enemies. If he vetoes the bill Yerkes will 
complain and Allerton will grumble, and 
other stockholders of the street railways 
who would be willing to see the city plun- 
dered for their own benefit will protest, but 
these sounds of discontent will be drowned 
by the plaudits of hundreds of thousands 
who will recognize in the Governor a true 
friend.

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THE DEMOCRATIC DEFEAT. 

The judiciary election is over and the 
old non-partisan Judges who have done 
their duty so faithfully will remain on the 
bench. The conspiracy of the Democratic 
bosses, with Mayor Harrison at their head, 
to drag the juiiciary down into the mire 
of politics has been thwarted by an indig- 
nant people. 

The Democratic gang went into this elec- 
tion with a great blowing of trumpets and 
beating of tum-toms. They have come out 
of it well belabored, bedraggled, and beaten, 
They had an idea that they won the 
municipal electien in April by their own 
strength, and hence that they would havea 
walkover in the judiciary clection. It did 
not occur to them that they won a victory in

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SOME FREE SILVER OUTCASTS. 
Some individuals, who bolted the Repub- 
lican party last year and voted for Bryan, 
are now holding a meeting in this city. 
They propose to organize what they eall 
“The Silver Republican Party of the 
United States.” For some reason they do 
not care to join the Populists or the free 
silver Democrats. They seem to think they 
will have a better chance of picking up 
Offices if they haye a distinct organization. 
These bolters cannot be prevented from 
forming a new party, but in doing so they 
ought to state clearly to the public what 
its principles are and what reason there is 
for its existence. That has not been done, 

Iix-Congressmain Towne declares that— 
This is a movement that has taken deep root, 


and will grow until the restoration of silver to 
an equality with gold has been accomplished. 


What is this equality that Towne and his 
associates are going to devote the rest. of 
their lives to securing? Does he intend to 
say that the time will come again when 
sixteen ounces of silver will exchange every- 
where for one of gold? 

Towne should lovk the facts in the face. 
The price of silver, which was 130 cents an 
ounce in 1870, is GO centsinow. In spite of 
the low price the silver miners of the United 
States put 56 million ounces on the market 
last year and made money at the business. 

The demand for silver by silver standard 
countries is decreasing because the number 
of those countries is diminishing. Japan, 
the most progressive of Asiatic nations, 
with a popalation of 41 millions, has adopt- 
ed the world’s gold standard. Peru and 
Bolivia, though silver-producing countries, 
are preparing to do so, 

Does ‘Towne really believe that his little 
“movement ” will be able to raise the pur- 
chasing power of 371 graifis of silver until 
it becomes equal once more to the purchas- 
ing power of 23 grains of gold? It is diffi- 
cult to believe that any intelligent man who 
knows what the present silver production of 
the world is, and how much more cheaply 
it is produced than of old, really imagines 
anything of the kind. 

Undoubtedly the “ restoration ” Towne 
has in mind is that of the debt-paying power 
of silver, and not of its purchasing power. 
There was a time when 371 grains of silver 
would pay off as much indebtedness as 
@mius of gold. It takes now 780 grains 
of silver. The purchasing power of silver 
cannot be increased by law; the debt-paying 
power can be increased dishonestly as far as 
existing contracts are concerned. 

That is why Towne insists on a free sil- 
ver currency which shall be retroactive-- 
that is, which may be used in the payment 
of debts contracted on the gold standard. 
He wishes to have it put in the power ofa 
debtor to satisfy a debt of 100 cents with 
a silyer dollar worth 47 cents. That is 
what he means by “ the restoration of silver 
to an equality with gold,” 

Of course he does not say that that is 
what he means. Neither does Bryan, They 
and the other free silverites seck to veil 
with yague phrases their contemplated dis- 
honesty; when they are interrogated about 
their knavish purpose, they refuse to an- 
swer. 

Towne declares also that the great ques- 
tion now before the people, not only of this 
country, but of the world, is. the money 
question. He may think so, but he is mis- 
taken. As faras the standard is concerned, 
that question has been settled. This coun- 
try has decided to stand by the gold stand- 
ard: So have all other countries which are 
of any importance, except India and China. 
They will do so as soon as they can. 

No nation which has once adopted the 
gold standard ever will give it up in order 
to adopt what Towne calls * binctallism,” 
but whatisinreal'ty nothing but silver mon- 
metallism. That monometallism. bad when 
made the basis of future contracts, Towne 
desires to be made applicable retroactively 
to existing contracts. 

Real bimetallism means .an equivaience 
of values. It means that the purchasing 
power of the bullion in the silver coin must 
be equal to that of the bullion'in the gold 
coin of the same denomination. That is 
+ the sort of bimetallism the United States 
sought to establish by the coinage acts of 
1792 and 1834, but failed on both oceasions. 
So in 1873 it adopted gold monometallism, 

“ Bimetallism” with Towne means 
silver monometallism, the gold dollar re- 
maining on the statute books but never cir- 
culating. This country never has had a 
dollar worth less than 23 grains of gold. 
Towne would like to afflict the country with 
a dollar worth only 47 cents, and gradually 
getting cheaper. 

Towne’s “ Silver Republicans ” lack two 
qualities. Those qualities are honesty and 
courage. They wish to debase the currency 
and cheat creditors, which is dishonest, but 
they are such cowards that they do not 
dare to state frankly what it is they are 
after.

Ex-Congressman Towne says that he 
wants “the same privilege of free coinage 
at the mint for both gold and silver.” But 
he wants that privilege on terms which 
would be uafair, He demands that 371 
grains of silver and 23 grains of gold shall 
be treated vt the mint as if they were of the 
same value, They are not, and have not 
been for twenty-four years. They never 
will be. Caliing them equal in value will 
not’ make them so, 

If the free coinage of silver and gold was 
allowed on the assumption that 23 grains 
of gold are only equal in value to 371 grains 
of silver, while they are equal to 780 grains, 
no owner of gold would care to have it 
eoined. ler the dollars made out of it, be- 
ing worth 190 cents apiece, would not circu- 
late concurrently with silver dollars worth 
only 47 cenis apiece. 

Towne deciares also that he wants “ ab- 
solute equality between gold and silver in 
all money power when coined.” But there 
cannot be equality in money power between 
a 47-cent anid 4 100-cent dollar. The latter 
will buy twice as much as the former and 
ae power of money depends on what it will

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JUSTICE FOR THE INDIANS. 

The Indians of Northern Minnesota are 
having a desperate struggle to protect their 
timber land from the efforts of a powerful 
lumber ring to defraud them of their prop- 
erty. These Indians, by treaties contirmed 
in various years up to 1837, had a total of 
nearly five million acres of land settled on 
them by the government, and mach of it 
wus covered with timber. The encroach- 
ments on this Jand by lumbermen becanie 
s0 notorious that the friends of the Indians 
decided to try to arrange a plan to dispose 
of most of the land for the benetit of the 
Indians. Accordingly in 1880 the Nelson 
act was passed by Congress, providing for 
a commission which was to negotiate with 
the Indiaus to relinquish all the land he- 
longing to them in Minnesota except the 
eighty acres per capita, as provided in the 
general allotment act. It was finally de- 
cided to inefease this per capita allotment 
to 160 acres and to remove all the Indians 
to White Earth, the finest agricultural dis- 
trict in the State. The timber on the 
Indians’ land was to be estimated and sold 
for not less than $3 per thousand feet, the 
title to the land going with the timber. 
The agricultural land was to be open to 
entry at $1.25 an acre. The proceeds of 
these sales. were to be deposited in the 
United States Treasury for fifty years, dur- 
ing which time the government would pay 
the Indians 5 per cent interest on the de- 
posits ahd at the expiration of the time 
the money was to be divided among the 
Indians per capita. 

The estimators appointed under the Har- 
rison administration to do the work ‘so 
grossly underestimated the extent of timber 
that all their estimates were disapproved. 
Secretary Hoke Smith organized a new 
corps, choosing inexperienced men chiefly, 
and their estimates proved even more ob- 
jectionable than those made in the first 
place. But in spite of the protests of ihe 
friends of the Indians the estimates on 
115,000 acres were approved by Secretary 
Smith and sales made in accordance with 
them, which, it is alleged by competent au- 
thorities, was nothing less than highway 
robbery of the Indians. When Secretary 
Francis took charge of the department he 
was compelled to eall a halt in the work 
and refused to approve any mofe of the 
estimates, and Secretary Bliss has pursued 
the same course. 

The proofs of irregularities submitted by 
the friends of the Indians were so oyer- 
whelming that an investigation was started 
by the department, and it made some start- 
ling revelations, One tract of land had 
been estimated as containing G5,000 feet 
of white pine, when the fact was it con- 
tained 905,000 feet of pine. A similar dis- 
crepancy was found in all the tracts in- 
vestigated. Then much land had been de- 
clared “agricultural” by the estimators 
when in fact it was covered with timber. 
Moreover, the accused estimators were re- 
ceiving good salaries and they were con- 
suming as much time as pessible in doing 
the work. For instance, twenty-nine took 
four years at a cost to the government of 
$150,000 to estimate 226,000,000 feet of 
timber, when the committee of twelve in- 
vestigators did thé same amount of work 
in two months at a cost of $6,000, 

The situation is at present in a chaotic 
state. The Interior department is con- 
fronted by a mass of estimates, many of 
which have been proven to grossly 
fraudulent and all of which presumably are 
immensely below the correct figure. If 

| these estimates are approved the Indians 
) will be robbed of millions of dollars. The 
only honorable course for the zovernment 
to pursue is to do the work over again and 
employ men who understand it and who can 
be trusted. If will be an enduring disgrace 
to the nation if these Indians, deprived of 
their land on the plea that the government 
wished to dispose of it for the benetit of 
the Indians, are placed at the merey of. a 
fraudulent lumber ring. 
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COMMISSIONER CALHOUN’S REPORT. 

The substance of Special Commissioner 
Calhoun’s report on the situation in Cuba 
has been made public. What Mr. Calhoun 
saw with his own eyes has already been 
told by ‘Tue TR1BuNE’s correspondent, Mr. 
Pepper, who accompanied him during his 
investigations. The most significant part 
of the report is Mr. Calhoun’s alleged decla- 
ration that he finds nothing in Cuba which 
warrants the recognition of belligerent 
rights, independence, or annexation. Sure- 
ly this is a lame and impotent conclusion! 

The country knows already whgt Mr. Cal- 
houn saw, It has been truthfully and ex- 
haustively told by his newspaper associate, 
who saw and heard all that Mr. Calhoun 
saw and heard. He saw the island of Cuba 
rapidly going to ruin. He saw the planta- 
tions and the homes of the pacificos burned. 
He saw these same pacificos herded in 
military camps and left to die of disease and 
starvation. He had overwhelming proofs 
that Weyler’s policy was not ta meet the 
Cuban insurgents in battle, but to overcome 
them by hideous methods of savagery. He 
saw Cuban property and American prop- 
erty destroyed. He saw the barbaric cru- 
elty of Weyler on every hand, He is com- 
pelled to acknowledge that even by murder, 
incendiarism, starvation, and the killing of 
women and children Spain cannot break 
down the dauntless conrage of the insur- 
gents or conquer the island, and yet he de- 
clares, if he is reported correctly, that no 
good can come from recognizing the bel- 
ligerent rights of these’ men fighting for 
their freedom! 

If such be the case, if this be the decision 
to which Special Commissioner Calhoun has 
arrived, then he had better have staid at 
home. Nevertheless, the tour of observa- 
tion has had one good result. lle cannot 
deny or cover up what he saw when other 
eyes were looking on with him. The tacts 
have been spread before the people and be- 
fore Congress. If there is any humanity in 
Congress it must recognize these hideous 
atrocities, worse cven than those perpetrated 
by the unspeakable Turk in Armenia, It 
must recognize that one of the most pro- 
ductive islands in the world, lying within 
spygiass vision from ourown shores, has been 
laid desclate by Weyler, and that slowly but 
surely this monster is proceeding with his 
infamous scheme of depopulating the island 
by disease, murder, and starvation. Will 
Congress, with these facts hefore it, remain 
inactive mych longer? Can the President, 
fully informed of the conditions in Cuba, 
refrain from a peremptory order to Spain 
to stop this awful business?

COWARDLY SENATORIAL POLICY. 

It is predicted that the beer tax amend- 
ment of the Finance committee will he 
voted down in the Senate, and that instead 
of it a stump tax may be adopted made ap- 
plicable tu checks, drafts stock certificates, 
ete, 

There are Senators who are afraid of an 
addition to the beer tax, amounting to a 
tenth of a cent on each glass. It will not 
be paid by the consumers, who are nany, 
but by. the brewers and the English stock- 
holders in the breweries which are owned 
abroad. 

So afraid ure certain Senators of these in- 
fluential beings that they are willing to 
impose a stamp tax, which will fall on the 
business trausactions of hundreds of thou- 
sunds of men, and not ona luxury. Those 
Senators are ready to go back to war times 
to find a tax to be levied in days of peace. 

While preparing to drop the beer tax in- 
crease so as not to offend the brewers, these 
Senators are meditating on the advisability 
of making the wool duties higher than those 
recommended by the Finance committee. 
Is not it more dangerous to offend the 
cousumers of woolen goods than a few 
brewers? No party ever gained by taxing 
the clothing of the people, and making them 
pay higher prices for goods of inferior qual- 
ity. That experiment was tried in 1890, 

The duties are to be raised the most on 
the cheapest wools. ‘That is for the benefit 
of the ranchmen of the arid regions who 
have free land and cheap labor. They will 
not repay the favor. They will not rush to 
the support of the Republican party. Ine 
LSVS, as in 1806, they will elect free silver 
Congressmen. 

While Senators are willing to antagonize 
the seventy nillions who wear woolen cloth- 
ing they cannot make up their minds to 
antagonize the sugar trust. It has been de- 
cided to throw overboard Senator Aldrich’s 
sugar schedule, but the one which is to be 
substituted tor it will give the trust far 
more than it is deserving of. 

Why is it that concern always manages 
to get taken care of, when millions of con- 
suinets can get nothing done forthem? As 
the Illinois Legislature votes Yerkes mil- 
lions which have to be paid by the men and 
women of Chicago, so the United States 
Senate votes the sugar trust millions, to be 
paid by American consumers, Do the same 
venal considerations influence the two legis- 
lative bodies? 


POSTAL DELEGATES VISIT CHICAGO. 

The delegates to the Universal Postal 
Congress, which has practically closed its 
deliberations in Washington, were given a 
warm welcome to Chicago on Monday, when 
they devoted a dey to seeing the sights of 
the Western metropolis. There were rep- 
resentatives in the party of many different 
nations and some of them were obliged to 
trust to interpreters for explanations of 
the things they saw. All are experts in 
posta! work and the fact of importance con- 
nected with their visit is that they are 
working for the perfection of the unity of 
laws which has already progressed so far in 
bringing the nations in close touch with 
each other. The postal service of the world 
has been reduced to such an admirable sys- 
tem that uniform rates prevail which have 
remove’ all confusion from the minds of the 
people. Formerly it was impossible to know 
the postage rate to any one place based on 
the knowledge of the rate to any other coun- 
try and each nation acted independently 
of the others in arranging its postal system. 
These postal congresses have done miuch to 
bring these various systems into harmony, 
and progress is made every year toward the 
ultimate goal of making the postal service 
of the cntire civilized world practically one 
compact system bound by one set of basic 
rules and regulations. The men whw are 
intrusted now with the important work and 
whom it was the privilege of Chicago to en- 
tertain are men of distinetion in every in- 
stdnce and thoroughly acquainted with all 
the details of the project they have in hand. 
By exchanging views in person they are 
able to arrive at correct results far more 
quickly than by the former primitive process 
of correspondence, and they are able to act 
much more promptly and with greater effec- 
tiveness. The delegates are to be convrat- 
ulated ,also in having been given the oppor- 
tunity to visit Chicago, for to many it will 
prove the first revelation of the real great- 
ness of the vast western section of the na- 
tion. 


THE RESULT IN THE STATE. 

The Republicans fared as well in the 
State on Monday as they did in this county. 
Of the five Supreme Court Judges voted for 
they elected four, and the Democrats only 
one. The Second District is so over- 
whelmingly Democratic that while the 
Republicans ran a candidate they did not 
for a moment expect they would elect him. 
The Judges who were elected are all on 
the bench now. In the State as in this 
county the voters deemed it best to retain 
the services of tried men. 

Of the seventeen country Circuit Dis- 
tricts the Republicans carried eleven and 
the Democrats six. The former did quite 
as well’ under the new apportionment as 
they thought they would, but it is apparent | 
that on a close vote they will carry only 
about half of them. 

Monday’s vote was very light, though it 
was heavier, proportionately, in the country 
than in this city. But while a falling off 
in the vote should have hurt the Re- 
publicans more than it did the Democrats 
the former rolled up handsome majorities, 


received heavier majorities than McKinley 
did. 

This result is gratifying. It shows that 
the Republicans are holding their own. 
They will vontinue to do so if they abstain 
from such conflicts among themselves as 
the one whick lost the Chicago Republicans 
the control of the city month before last.

This speech brought Senator Hanna to his 
feet with an carnest plea for party harmony 
and united effort on all the features of the 
bill.

Senator Thurston then put his suggestion 
in the shape of a motion to the effect that 
the agreement of the caucus should be bind- 
ing upon all Republican Senators, and it car- 
ried by a large majority.

here was no especial effort to retain the 
amendment originally offered by the Senate 
Finance committee, and no proposition was 
made to that effect by any one. Senators 
Allison and Aldrich expressed the opinion 
that the schedule as prepared by their com- 
mittee was equitable and that its provisions 
were misunderstood. 


Aldrich’s Position. 

Mr: Aldrich, who is generally credited with 
the authorship of the Finance committee 
provisions, had been expected to stand out 
stif@y for the amendments, but he did not 
do so. He said that his interest in the bill's 
revision as a whole was superior to his in- 
terest in any particular schedule, that he had 
no pride in the rates fixed by the committee, 
and that notwithstanding his conviction that 
the committee rates were equitable and in 
the line of Republican policy he was willing 
to subordinate his judgment to that of the 
majority. 

The announcement was received with 
demonstrations of approval. Speeches were 
made by almost all the Senators present. 
Mr. Hoar made a vigorous plea for unity of 
action, but said the sugar schedule should 
be definitely agreed upon at this time and 
put in such shape as to terminate the un- 
friendly criticism that had’been aroused. 

Senator Frye asked the caucus to consider 
the necessity of protecting the Hawaiian 
reciprocity treaty, and made a speech in 
that behalf. This occurred early in the pro- 
ceedings, and the Hawaiian question was 
apparently lost sight of in the subsequent 
proceedings over the main features of the 
schedule. 

The caucus was compelled to adjourn at 
noon, when the Senate met, and was unable 
to takd up any other question. 

Senators generally were of the opinion that 
with the Hawaiian question undisposed of 
the sugar question was not finally settled, 
but there was no agreement for a future 
caucus.

BEGIN SPALDING EMBEZZLEMENT TRIAL 


Continuance Taken Till Today When

The trial of Charles W. Spalding, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Globe Savings Bank and default- 
ing Treasurer of the University of illinois, 
was begun yesterday before Judge Abner 
Smith upon the indictment which charges 
him with embezzling from t endowment 
funds of the university. A protest, practi- 
cally a renewal of the motion made some 
time ago for a change of venue from nine- 
teen Judges of the Criminal and Superior 
Courts, was filed; and a continuance was 
taken until 10 a. m. today, when the selection 
of a jury will be taken up. 

Although 100 yeniremen had been sub- 
peenaed, only twenty-three appeared in 
court... The defense insisted upon its legal 
right to have a panel of twenty-four men 
from which to select. This made a contin- 
uance necessary. It is expected that at least 
fifty veniremen will be in court todvy, but 
there is no one who believes these will be 
sufficient to satisfy the attorneys for both 
sides. It may take a week to secure a jury. 

Attorney W. 8. Forrest and Attorney Joel 
M. Longenhecker appeared in court yesterday 
with Attorney John M. Oliver for the de- 
fense. State’s Attorney Deneen and Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney McEwen will conduct 
the prosecution. | ¢ 

It is believed the defense will try to show 
that certain uhiversity trustees were respon- 
sible in the first place for the hypothecation 
of the university’s endowment fund bonds. 
Spalding’s friends assert that on one occa- 
sion at least Trustee Morrison, who was then 
chairman of the board’s Finance committee, 
agreed to the hypothecation of endowment 
fund bonds to bridge over a temporary deficit 
in the university’s available cash. It is un- 
derstood that this will be proven by the de- 
ferise as a well established prevedent, after 
which Treasurer Spalding could claim full 
justification in hypothecating other bonds to 
cover similar emprgencies. 

The case at issue is the hypothecation of

bonds to the Metropolitan National Bank.

Mason Sore Over the Turning Down of 
Jonathan Merriam — New Sugar 
Schedule Agreed Upon by the Re- 
publican Senatorial Caucus—Troops 
for the Logan Monument Exercises 
in Chicago—Protests Against Bouch- 
sein and Neumann, 


Washington, D. C., June 8.—[Special.]— 
President McKinley has settled the fight 
over the southern Illinois offices by deciding 
to appoint Charles P. Hjtch Marshal, Otis 
L. Humphrey District Attorney, and Rich- 
ard Yates Collector of Internal Revenue. 
Senator Cullom was early at the White 
House with Hitch and Humphrey, and they 
were joined by Senator Mason a little later, 
and all went into the President's rooms. 
As already announced in Tug TRIBUNE, the 
deal was already made, and all that re- 
mained was to secure Senator Mason's ac- 
quiescence. When asked by the President 
he said he had no objection to Hitch and 
Humphrey. The former, he said, was Chair- 
man of the State committee, and was en- 
titled to recognition.: He did object, how- 
ever, to the appointment of Yates as Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue.

‘But -you indorsed) Mr. Yates,’ said the

The new sugar schedule was agreed upon 
in the Republican caucus exactly on the lines 
indicated in these dispatches last night. The 
differential on refined sugar, which under 
the House bill was an eighth of a cent per 
pound, is now a fifth of acent. Low grade 
sugars below 8&7 degrees will carry a duty 
one-tenth of a cent less than the House 
rates, 

The House rate on refined sugar was $1.875 
per hundred pounds, while the Senate rate 
is $1.95 per hundred pounds. Sugar testing 
88 degrees is dutiable in both bills at $1.39 
per hnudred pounds. 

For each degree the rate advances 3 cents, 
making 100 degrees $1.75 per hundred pounds. 
The differential in favor of the trust, it 
should be explained for the benefit of those 
who are not experts, is the difference be- 
tween this duty of $1.75 for 100 degrees and 
the rate ef duty on refined sugar. In other 
words, the importer of refined sugar must 
pay, besides the duty on its saccharine 
strength, an extra duty of $1.25 per hundred 
pounds under the House schedule and of 
$2 per hundred pounds under the Senate 
schedule as agreed upon in the caucus,

It is a triumph for the refiners. Their 
protection is raised from one-eighth to one- 
fifth of a cent per pound, and the duty on 
low grade sugars is reduced, so that there 
will be largely increased importations of 
these grades and the trust will profit ac- 
cordingly. The ad valorem duties, however, 
are abandoned entirely. There will still be 
a chance to corrupt the clerks who run the 
polariscopes, but actual undervaluations 
will be impossible.

10 INVESTIGATE THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Mayor Harrison Names Aldermen 
Mangler, Schiake, Alling, Kiolbas- 
sa, and Northrop as Committee. 


Mayor Harrison last evening named the 
following committee to investigate the 
Board of Education, in accordance with the 
Mangler resolution, passed by the City 
Council a week ago: 

Aldermen Mangler, Schlake, Alling, Kiol- 
bassa, and Northrop. 

Chairman Mangler announced later he 
would call the committee together the lat- 
ter part of the week. The first and main 
matter gone into will be the charge that the 
board pays too much for its school sites. 

Ever since the Mangler resolution was 
passed an attempt has been made to show 
Mayor Harrison was back of the proposed 
investigation. Stories have been told and 
printed to the effect he had inspired Alder- 
man Mangler to introduce the resolution of 
inquiry, and last evening a tale found pub- 
lication to the effect that the Mayor was at 
the head of some deep conspiracy whose 
purpose was the discrediting of the present 
members of the board, so when the new 
members whom he will appoint take their 
seats President Halle could be deposed and 
his appointees assume control of the affairs 
of the board. 

This last publication rather disturbed the 
Mayor's usual good temper, and, speaking 
of it to a reporter for THE TRIBUNE last 
evening, he said: 

‘*My knowledge of and connection with 
this investigation of the School board 
amounts to just this: At the Council meet- 
ing two weeks ago Alderman Mangler, who 
for some cause seemed rather excited, came 
running to me every little while, telling me 
he had an investigation to start which 
would cause a sensation. I paid no atten- 
tion to him and did not even ask what it was 
about or whom he proposed to investigate. 

‘* After the third or fourth time, however, 
T told him to go ahead with his investiga- 
tion if he wanted to, and thought no more 
of it. At the next meeting of the Council, 
however. he introduced his resolution at- 
tacking the School board and it was passed. 
Being passed it was my duty to appoint the 
committee called for, and 1l have done so. 
That is all I had to do with or know of the 
matter.”’

WHY YAN CLEAVE OPPOSES THE BILL. 


City Officials Point to Some $100,000 
in Asphalt Contracts Awarded 
Within a Year. 


City Hall officials were trying yesterday 
to figure out the explanation of the fact 
that State Insurance Commissioner J. R. B. 
Van Cleave had been so active in giving aid 
to the coterie of Chicago contractors in 
Springfield trying to induce Governor Tan- 
ner to veto the new special assessment law. 

Among the most active enemies of the 
new measure is ¢x-Alderman John McGil- 
len, President of the Bermudez Asphalt 
company. Mr. Van Cleave was formerly 
the President of the same company, and it 
is said that he is still a silent partner in 
the concern, though McGillen and John P. 
Agnew, another partner, deny this. 

According to the holdover City Hall em- 
ployés and officials of the Special Assess- 
ment bureau. Van Cleave and his business 
associates managed to secure a large share 
of fat contracts in the asphalt paving busi- 
ness during the last administration, and 
they have filed bids for several proposed 
improvements, having now one large con- 
tract under way for paving Milwaukee ave- 
nue from Ashland to North. 

The books at the office of the Public 
Works Department show that the company, 
of which Mr. Van Cleave was President 
when he was elected to the office of City 
Clerk, was awarded the following contracts 
for asphalt paving during the last year: 

Park avenue, from West Fortieth street to 
West Forty-sixth, Sept. 5, 1806, at $2.12 a square 
yard, total 841,026. 

Humboldt street, from Cornelia street to 
Division, Sept. 5, 1806, $2.12 a square yard, total 
$13,021. 

Gladys avenue, 
Forty-sixth, May 2, 
total $27,457. 

Milwaukee avenue, from Ashland to North, Feb. 
1, 1896, at $2.78 a square yard, total $27,469. 

The majority of these contracts are for 
streets where property-owners objected to 
the work, but were unable to fight it as the 
contracts were let, it is stated, before many 
citizens interested, were aware of the plan. 
A number of court cases have resulted. 

Superintendent Hiram K. James of the 
Special Assessment department, said yester- 
day: 

‘‘The contractors as a rule are opposed 
to the new law because it will be harder 
under it tu secure the ordering of special 
assessments. The contractors who are mak- 
ing the most noise have made money out 
of prairie assessments, where the work was 
unnecessary.’

COUNCIL WILL TRY RUSH TACTICS ON 
ALD. PROBST’S MEASURE. 


Ordinance Introduced by Maltby Meets 
with Little Favor from Those Re- 
puted to Follow the Lead of Thrifty 
Politicians — Illuminant at Ninety 
Cents and Four Per Cent Tax on 
Gross Receipts as Inducemeuts— 
Partial Test on Yerkes’ Franchises. 


Two gas ordinances were introduced in the 
City Council last evening. 

One, put in by Alderman Probst, offers to 
give a franchise to the Garden City Gas 
company, which agrees to furnish 90-cent 
gas, with a charge of 75 cents a thousand to 
the city, and give the city 4 per cent of its 
gross receipts. No backers of this ordinance 
are named, although Alderman Probst says 
one W. K. Patterson is responsible for it. 

The other, introduced by Alderman Mult- 
by, was prepared by a committee of 100 well- 
known citizens, and Franklin MacVeagh, 
Franklin Head, L. L. Coburn, D. F. Crilly, 
John A. Roche, J. C. Hately, R. 8. Critchell, 
Gilbert A. Shaw, H. W. Leman, and M. C. 
Bullock are named as the incorporators.. It 
offers to furnish gas at 80 cents a thousand 
feet, and would give the city 25 per cent of 
the capital stock without cost, thus making 
it a partner in the enterprise. 

Probst Measure Favored. 

The Probst ordinance was received fa- 
vorably by a majority of the Aldermen, and - 
the Council meeting was adjourned until 
tomorrow night so it can be hastened on its 
passage, 

The Maltby ordinance met with marked 
disfavor, and will probably never be report- 
ed by the committee. 

Alderman Maltby, when he introduced the 
erdinance, recognized the fact it had little 
chance of ever seeing daylight if the Com- 
mittee on Gas, of which Alderman Mulcahy 


is Chairman, ever got hands on it, and ac- ¢ 


cordingly moved it be referred to the Fi- 
nance committee, of which he is a member, 
and where there would be a better chance 
of getting a report. '

_ Backers of the Ordinance. 

All sorts of rumors are prevalent as tothe 
people back of the Probst ordinance. The 
Alderman introducing it gives W. K. Pat- 
terson as the person who handed it to him, 
but common rumor says it is fathered by a 
coterie of Democratic politicians of which 
Oil Inspector Burke is the head. How true 
this story is cannot be said. 

The reason for the greater favor shown 
the Probst ordinance by the majority of 
the Aldermen.-is found in the generally ac- 
cepted idea it is not bona fide, but another 
attempt to pass a franchise to be sold out 
to the gas trust. As the frontage bill will 
go into effect July 1 and stopall such further 
attempts, this one is being seized by the 
wideawake Aldermen who recognize in it 
a last call to supper.

For Electric Light Franchise.

The 
territory asked for is from North avenue to 
Thirty-first street and from Ashland avenue 
to the lake, and the charges are to be one 
-cent an hour for incandescent lights; $10.50 
a month for all night arc lights, and $7.50 
for those put out at midnight, and 40 cents 
per horse-power an hour.

TWO IMPORTANT CASES BROUGHT UP 
IN NEW YORK. 


Getting a Jury to Try the Officers and 
Directors of the American Tobacco 
Company, Indicted Fifteen Months 
Ago for Conspiracy—Justice Alden 
Chester Listens to Arguments in 
the Matter of the Coal Trust In- 

qvestigation. 


_—_———— ete 


New York, June 8.—[Special.]—The mil- 
lionaire directors of the tobacco trust—un- 
just, unlawful, wicked, oppressive, and raa- 
licious, according to the indictment for con- 
spiracy—were arraigned in court this morn- 
ing with a luxurious comfort and consum- 
mate ease. Several were asleep when they 
were arraigned, with orders not to be called. 
Others were eating breakfast. One was in 
Arabia, far from the clutches of the trivial 
law and frivolous complaint of the oppressed 
people. One millionaire director was ar- 
raigned in Baltimore, without any meddle- 
some inconvenience from the upstart people; 
another in Richmond, another in South Car- 
olina. | 

Even when they were arraigned they knew 
it not, so careful is justice of a trust mag- 
nate’s comfort. Being only indicted for a 
misdemeanor, said misdemeanor siinply con- 
sisting in driving out of business tobacco 
dealers who foolishly endeavored to sell 
other goods than those of trust manufacture, 
it was unnecessary for the trust magnates 
to be present in the body. One of the ten 
happened to be, and the others were repre- 
sented by high-priced lawyers, and also, it 
is believed, by a number of Pinkerton de- 
tectives. 

The evident purpose of the trust lawyers, 
headed by Joseph H. Choate, today, was to 
secure a jury of smokers. They made sure 
that no juryman selected was prejudiced 
against the use of tobacco. After a day’s 
work four talesmen secured a temporary 
resting place in the jury box. 

At Albany Justice Alden Chester listened 
nearly all day to arguments on the motion 
to vacate and set aside the trust investiga- 
tion order he issued some time ago directing 
the Presidents of the anthracite coal roads 
to appear before Walter Edward as referee 
and answer such relevant and material ques- 
tions concerning any alleged illegal contract, 
arrangement, or combination in violation 
of laws of this year. 

Presidents Sloane of the Lehigh@Valley, 
Maxwell, Central New Jersey, Fowler of the 
Ontario and Western, Olyphant of the Del- 
aware and Hudson, and others were rep- 
resented by counsel. Against the motion 
was Attorney General Fheodore E. Hancock 
and others. 

The pleas of the counsel for the railroad 
Presidents were similar in character, and 
attacked the constitutionality of thé law. 
Counsel, in their pleas, said the order for 
examination should be vacated, because 
‘the right to enter upon and conduct an 
investigation inquisitorial in its character 
is so contrary to our notions of personal se- 
curity, and is attended with such possible 
danger, that it should only be exercised in 
a clear case, and then under suitable re- 
strictions. The private affairs of the citizen 
are sheltered from inquiry by the constitu- 
tion, and such procedure as may result in 
the invasion of that right of privacy should 
be condemned.”’ 

It was also asserted by counsel for the 
corporations that the so-called anti-trust 
law is a violation of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States in that it deprives persons of their 
rights as individuals and of their liberty and 
property without due process of law. 

Justice Chester in taking the papers said 
that he would not hand down a decision for 
some time. 


OWNER OF THE “SPITE HOUSE” DEAD 


Joseph Richardson, It Is Said, Could 
Give Points to Russell 
Sage. 


New York, June 8&.—[Special.]—Joseph 
Richardson, a millionaire, who could give 
Russell Sage points on eccentricity and par- 
simony, died here today, aged 78, in his resi- 
dence known as “ Spite House.”’ 

This is the queerest building in New York, 
a house Richardson built on a strip of ground 
five feet wide, to spite a neighbor, and lived 
in fifteen years to,save money, as no one 
else would rent it. This five foot strip of 
ground at the corner of Eighty-second street 
and Lexington avenue, was about as deep as 
an ordinary city lot, and apparently useless 
to the owner, so the owner of the adjoining 
property thought to get it at a bargain anJ 
offered Richardson $1,000 for the strip. He 
held out for $5,000, which the other refused 
to give, thinking ‘to force Richardson out. 
The latter began to build on his five-foot lot 
and was promptly offered the advance. He 
then refused to entertain any proposition. 

The house as it stands is a curiosity. The 
front, on Lexington avenue, is broken with 
deep bay windows. The interior is fitted up 
with small rooms, reached by spiral stair- 
cases. The furniture in tne house was man- 
ufactured expressly to fit the rooms. 

The dining-room is only eighteen inches 
wide. The beds will accommodate thin per- 
sons only, and they need to sleep sideways. 
The hallways were so narrow that, to open 
the front door, one had to step into a slit in 
the wall called a room, at the side. 

Mr. Richardson was born in England, com- 
ing here when a young man. He becamea 
contractor, built the Bridgeport water- 
works, and with his gains from this began 
large railroad operations, and in time be- 
came connected with Jay Gould and had val- 
uable contracts for work on the Missouri 
Pacific, the Iron Mountain, the Mexican 
Central, and other roads. 

He had large holdings of stock in many 
railroads and was reputed to be worth $20,- 
000,000, yet he wore the clothes of a laborer, 
and recently, when injured in an accident, 
walked to a doctor’s office to save car fare 
and secured a reduction of the latter’s bill 
from $50 to $25 on the ground a workingman 
could not pay so much. Richardson plumed 
himself on this as a piece of great business 
sagacity. 


REJECT A STATUK OF THE GOD PAN. 


Bequest of Alfred Corning Clark Is 
Refused by the Central Park 
Commissioners. 


| New York, June 8.—[Special.]—And now 
the Park Commissioners of this city, like the 
Library Trustees of Boston, have called 
down on their heads the condemnation of 
art connoisseurs for rejecting a statute of the 
great god Pan, which had been offered for 
erection in Central Park by the late Alfred 
Corning Clark before his death. The latter's 
executors were ready three months ago to 
have the bronze cast when the city should 
erect a site for it. 

The model made by the young sculptor, 
George Grey Barnard, presents the god Pan 
recumbent upon a pedestal in the center of 
a basin to surmount a bronze drinking 
fountain. The model was greatly admired 
for the strength and force its lines sug- 
gested. 

The design was a basin twenty-four feet 
in diameter, with a figure of Pan measuring 
nine feet nine inches, from elbow to knee, in 
a reclining posture, and now the Park Board 
has rejected the statue, which members ad- 
mit is a fine one, for the diplomatic reason 
that they ‘‘ cannot find in Central Park a 
position of sufficient dignity and suitability 
for such a work of art, where it would at the 
same time harmonize with the characteristic 
scenery of the park.”

New York, June 8.—[Special.]—Sugar stock 
jumped from 118%, the lowest price, to 122’ 
today. The ball was started by Moore & 
Schley, brokers, the favorite house for the 
Senators to deal through. Elverton R. Chap- 
man, a member of the firm, is serving a 
term in jail at Washington for refusing to 
divulge the names of Senators who specu- 
lated through it during the Wilson bil! sugar 
schedule scandal. It was singular enough 
that the boom in sugar stock is said to have 
been caused by the placing of orders aggre- 
gating 10,000 shares by this house. Most of 
these orders are said to have emanated from 
Washington. The placing of these orders 
begain before the result of the Republican 
caucus On sugar duties reached Wall street, 
and apparently came from insiders. 

For those who bought sugar stock low 
down, below 110, where it has been selling 
since the fate of the trust has been in the 
hands of Congress, the rise of today meanta 
clear gain of $10, at least, on each share. 
If all today’s sales were of this type it means 
a gain to the posted insiders of $1,000,000. 

The posted insiders of late on sugar have 
been United States Senators. The most ac- 
tive agents in today’s transactions on the 
Stock Exchange were brokers having Wash-. 
ington wires.

| CLARK SHOWS UP A POOL. 


LAKE SHORE OFFICIAL TELLS OF 


FAVORS TO NICKEL PLATE. 


-_ 


Testimony Before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in Regard to 
Chicago East-bound Grain Rates 
Likely te Be Followed by Interest- 
ing Developments—Percentages Al- 
lotted to Various Lines a Subject of 
Inquiry. 


J. ‘L. Clark, General Freight Agent of the 
Lake Shore, made some interesting admis- 
sions before the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission yesterday in regard to railroad 
agreements for the division of east-bound 
freight business from Chicago. 

With the admission of the division of Chi- 
cago grain business the balance of the inves- 
tigdtion promises to be full of interest, in 
view of the Supreme Court decision that 
such combination is unlawful. 

Mr. Clark is the first trunk line official 
high in authority from whom the commis- 
sion has obtained testimony regarded so 
direct and significant. 

The line of inquiry had been as to rate 
cutting on east-bound grain shipments, os- 
tensibly for export. Commissioners Morri- 
son, Prouty, and Yeomans conducted the 
hearing yesterday, Commissioner Knapp 
having gone East on Saturday. 

Referring to a rate sheet, the attorney for 
the commission asked Mr. Clark why east- 
bound cars were transferred to the Nickel- 
Plate line. 

‘‘The Nickel Plate,” he answered, ‘‘ was 
short on its percentage of traffic at that time 
and we helped the other road out.’’ 

‘Then there is an agreement to divide the 
east-bound business from Chicago’ asked 
Mr. Day. 

Mr. Clark admitted there was. He said his 
road was allowed 14% percentage. He 
guessed that the Pennsylvania had 11.4 per 
cent on the Fort Wayne, but did not know 
what it had over the Pan Handle. 

He admitted he had a copy of the agree- 
ment. But immediately qualified himself by 
saying he did not know if it was official. He 
was acting under it, and in that sense the 
commission might consider that it was offi- 
cial. 

‘‘From whom did you receive it?’’ 

‘‘It was published by the association,’’ 
was the answer. 

‘* What association?’ 

‘‘The Central Freight association.”’ 

Me. Clark said the agreement was on file 
in his office and promised to bring it to the 
commission today. 

When asked if he had ever contracted for 
traflic below association rates, Mr. Ciark an- 
swered that he had not during the period 
covered by the investigation. 

*“*Did you at any time prior to Jan. 1 of 
this year cut the rate?’’ 

After conferring with his counsel, Mr. 
Clark admitted he had. 

H. E. Felton testified that from Jan. 1 to 
March 15 the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
road had sent out 1,154 cars, on 657 of which 
change of consignment had been made. Of 
these 469 took a higher rate and 188 a lower. 

Cc. C. Chase, Auditor of the Chicago, Ham- 
mond and Western, and C. H. Ackery of the 


Elgin, Joliet and Eastern also testified. 


KIND OF A POOLING BILL THEY WANT 


Representatives of Freight Bureaus 
Decide in Favor of Senate Substi- 
tute Minus the Prison Sentence. 


Cincinnati, O., June 8.—In response to the 
calls of the freight bureaus of Cincinnati, 
Philadelphia, Nashville, and Memphis, with 
other bureaus since coéperating, the sub- 
ject of railroad pooling legislation was dis- 
cussed at a large meeting here today, and 
the delegates decided what kind of a bill 
they wanted. 

Delegates were present from the freight 
bureaus of New York, Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, Boston, Louisville, Indianapolis, St. 
Louis, Omaha, Kansas City, Savannah, 
Denver, Milwaukee, St. Paul, Memphis, 
Richmond, Charleston, Baltimore, New Or- 
leans, and other cities. Reports were pre- 
sented from 2,100 organizations of shippers 
favoring pooling legislation and from thou- 
sands of individuals. 

A permanent organization was perfected 
as follows: Chairman, John A. Gano, Cin- 
cinnati; Secretary, Napoleon B. Kelly, Phila- 
delphia. Committee on Resolutions—E. P. 
Wilson, Chairman; William Coates, F. B. 
Thurber, D. G. Purse, A. J. Van Landinham, 
H. F. Druzman, F: A. Scott. 

After a general discussion of the Foraker 
and Cullom bills, and the Senate substitute 
for the Foraker bill, the whole matter was 
referred to the Committee of Seven on Reso- 
lutions. This committee reported the im- 
port of its findings to the full conference, 
and they were all agreed to. 

The Senate substitute was agreed to, to- 
gether with the recommendations in the 
report of the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce, with the following additional amend- 
ments: 

First—The elimination of the imprisonment 
clause and the substitution in addition to the 
$5,000 penalty for the first offense of a penalty of 
three times the amount of the freight rate or the 
fare against corporations violating the law or 
involved in any corinection with unlawful trans- 


actions. : 
Seco:..'—-To make all agreements authorized be- 


tween railroads subject to the same provisions 
that are stipulated for pooling itself. 

Third—To authorize sufferers from any unjust 
discrimination to sue. for damages incurred 
through the use of private cars as a matter of 
discrimination against such sufferers. 

Fourth—For the punishment of the railroad 
companies for using private cars in any manner 
of discrimination, the degree of punishment to be 
fixed as other penalties. 

Fifth—Providing that when the Inter-State 
Commerce commission has made its report, and 
has ordered reparation by which a change back 
to an original rate is ordered, it must specify the 
rate and also the rate to which it is ordered to 
return. 

The sixth amendment recommended pro- 
vides for national and uniform classifica- 
tion, to be entirely in charge of the Inter- 
state Commerce commission. 

After the proposed amendments of the 
Committee of Seven on Resolutions agreed 
to resolutions providing that copies of them 
be transmitted to each organization rep- 
resented, and that they be requested to take 
immediate action upon the recommenda- 
tions and forward their action to their Sen- 
ators and Representatives in Congress were 
adopted. 

No name was given the assemblage, and 
it adjourned sine die. 

Tomorrow the Freight Commissioners 
will meet and organize a national associa- 
tion of Freight Commissions.

NORTHWESTERN PRIZES. AND HONORS. 


University Catalogue Just Issucd 
Shows a Decrease in Attendance 
in All but One Department. 


The catalogue of Northwestern university 
for 1896-’97 was issued yesterday. It shows 
a marked decrease in attendance as com- 
pared with that of last year, and a number 
of changes in the courses next year are 
announced. 

The total number of students in the de- 
gree Sonterring departments this year is 

2,113, against 2,377 last year. The school 
of pharmacy shows the greatest decrease 
in attendance—over 50 per cent.

TEARING DOWN AN OLD LANDMARK. 


Three-Story Building at Clark and 
Harrison, Relic of the Great Fire, / 
Will Soon Disappear. 


Workmen are demolishing the old three- 
story frame building at the southeast cor-~ 
ner of Clark and Harrison streets, one of the 
oldest landmarks in Clark street. 

The building was erected in 1860, and was 
regarded at that time as a “‘ skyscraper.”’ 
At the time of the big fire the building di- 
rectly across the street was destroyed, and 
the Ogden House on the North Side was the 
only building left standing between the old 
frame and Lincoln Park. 

It is estimated that the building has paid 
$500,000 in rentals during its time, and it has 
been the scene of many crimes and historical 
incidents. 

The property is owned by James E. Baker, 
but is leased by E. A. Wells & Co. of the 
Chamber of Commerce Building for a term 
of ninety-nine years at a yearly rental of 
$12,000. The building will be supplanted by 
a twelve-story brick, 100x100 feet. 

Directly across the street west stands the 
old Harrison House, where the present 
Mayor was born.
